280, together with the map of the 
proposed dfstrict, came in for eon- 
siderable discussion at the meeting 
of the Mountain View Council, held 
on Saturday, The proposed new 
district will take in the Municipal 
District of Mountain View, Wester- 
dale, Rosebud, Beaver Dam and the 
three westerly townships of the 
M D. of Stauffer, 

The secretary was instructed to 
write to the Department to the effect 
that in principal the Council was 
opposed to the Enlarged Municipal 
Districts, but inasmuch as apparent- 
ly the Department of Municipal 
Affairs were determined to proceed 
With the policy, the Council of 
Mountain View Municipality was 
prepared to co-operate but suggest. 
ed that a different name be chosen, 
and also suggest the divisions be 
established and that elections be 
held by divisions, They have no 
objections to the proposed area, 
provided that no further area be 
added to it, 


On behalf of the Didsbury Local 
Improvement Committee, Dr, Clarke 
appeared before the Council asking 
for their approval in the establish. 
ment of a Municipal Hospital Dist. 
rict to comprise of the balance of 
area in Mountain View and Wester- 
dale, not in the Olds Hospital 
District, and the northern half of 
the Beaver Dam and Rosebud 
Monicipalities, The council gave 
this approval to the establishment 
of a Hospital District, 

A letter was read from the Game 
Department stating that they were 
Prepared to pay a bounty of $2,00 
per head on coyotes, provided the 
municipality would pay an addition- 
al bounty of $3.00 per head, The 
council decided to co operate and 
pay the additional amount, bringing 
the bounty to $5.00 per head. The

The citation which accompanied 
the Distinguished Flying Crosse, 
awarded to Pilot Officer Goldwyn 
Gabel, was announced by the Air 
A Headquarters on Thureday 
ast. 

PO Gabel’s citation: 


“One night in July, 1948, these 
officers (Gabel and Englishman) 
were pilot and rear gunner respect- 
ively of an aircraft detailed to 
attack a target in the Rubr. Daring 
the operation the aircraft was hit 
by cannon fire from a fighter, The 
rear turret was rendered unsgervice- 
able and FO Phillips (of the R.A.P.) 
was wounded in the face and chest. 

“One of the bomber’s engines had 
caught fire and PO Gabel tried to 
feather the propeller. He was un- 
able to do 60 however, and the 
situation became eerioua. Suddenly 
the propeller fell away and the 
flame in the burning engine died. 
Displaying great ekill and tenacity, 
PO Gabel battled on to eventually 
reach bate In epite of hie injuries, 
FO Phillips displayed great fortitude 
and devotion to duty, and remained 
on watch in the astro hatch through- 
out the retuan flight. 


‘On a later occasion, PO Gabel 
flew his aircraft from Turin with 
one engine useless. This officer bas 
displayed shill, cousage and coolness 
of a high order.’’ (FO Phillips was 
also awarded the D.F.C.)

Force is fighting in the Aleutians. You look ata map and see the Aleutians 
stringing aff from the Alaska peninsula, out into the North 


You ask yourself, what the Canadians are doing up there? 
war creep up to that remote spot anyway ? 


To get the answer, consult the! 
scale that gives you distances on 
your map, You will see that the last 
island in the Aleutian chain is far 
nearer to Japan than it is to the 
Canadian mainland The big Jap 
naval base at Paramushiro is only 
700 miles from the island of Attu, 
out at the end of the chain and Kiska, 
which we recently occupied is not 
much farther from Paramushiro 

The Aleutians therefore provide a- 
continuous string of island bases 
stretching from the North American 
Mainland, to within bomber distance 
of Japan's own island outposts 

Tie that in with the road that has 
been built from the industrial heart 
of the North American continent, to 
the Alaska mainland, and you have 
a picture of the shape of things to 
come Guns, tanks and men will roll 
up that Alaska-Canada highway, and 
from there will flow out along the 
Aleutian chain to the final jump off 
place 


That's why this is a war zone 
one of the most important in this 
conflict The Aleutians provide the 
shortest route by which the might of 
North America can be brought to 
bear upon Hirohito’s island 

“O.K.", vou say, “but why are the 
Canadians there? Couldn't the U.S 
handle it?” 

The answer to this question goes! 
back to the early summer of 1942. 
Remember when the Japs tried to 
take Midway Island, far down in the 
Pacific? They lost a good many 
ships, and a good many men when 
U.S. land based bombers caught their 
task force far out at sea, At the 
same time the Japs were sending 
another task force towards Dutch 
Harbor, the big U.S. Nayy base in 
the Aleutian Had they been abl 
to take Dutch Harbor, they could 
have based a fleet there, and with 
it, protected any task force they 
Wanted to send against the main 
land. Their occupation troops might 
have been in Nome, and Fairbank 
and Anchorage and Seward today 
and their bombers might have been 
ranging as far as Edmonton, Van 
couve ever Seatth Japs might 
have been building the Alaska Can 
nda highway, working south, so a8 
to achieve their big ambition, which 
was nothing more nor le than the 
occupation of the Paeiti coast of 
North America 

But they didn’t take Dutch Harbor
